AFFECTS BOTH RUSSIA AND JAPAN 


Pekin Government Demands That li Receive Recognition 


At The Coming Peace Conference In 


Washington. 


Washington, July 21.—China's offi- 


cial notification to the powers that 
she will not recognize any 'arrange- 
ment regarding Manchuria concerning 
•which she has not been consulted be- 
forehand has reached Washington and 
•will he forwarded to the president at 
Oyster Bay. The. same notification 
has gone to St. Petersburg- and Tokio. 
The communication is so expressed 
that it calls for no reply. 


.The note disposes of the. recent re- 


•port that China had requested that 
. she be allowed to participate in the- 
conference.; 


China»has- not yet. taken this step, 


for several reasons. The governmenv 
is,anxious that the belligerents.be al- 
lowed to negotiate directly with each 
other and is adverse to being forced 
into the negotiations. 
She wishes 


also to remind Russia and Japan that 
she never acquiesced in the alienation 
of Manchuria from Chinese sovereign- 
ty, and that she expected, as the re- 
sult of the war, -the restoration of Chi- 
nese control of that province. 


Statesmen "Make Answer. 


Before sending this notification the 


Chinese government addressed to its 
viceroys, governors, and diplomatic1 
representatives abroad a long list of 
questions 
about 
Manchuria, asking; 


their opinions regarding the steps the 
government should take to insure its 
restoration to China.

direct appeal to Washington : for as- 
sistance in defending the Hay doctrine 
of the "preservation of the territorial 
and administrative entity of China." 


Like .other d-iplornats at Washington, 


and in accordance with the expressed 
wish of the president, the Chinese min- 
ister, 'Sir Chenlung Liang-Chung, will 
not go to Portsmouth at "all, unless 
ordered there by his government.

THE DEVELOPMENT OF TEXAS. 


A fact of great interest as showing 


the rapid settlement of the South- 
western region of the. United states 
is' that Texas will sell on September 
1 six million acres 
of 
her , public 


lands in the 'western 
part of the 


state. The 
lands 
will 
be sold to 


settlers only, and purchasers may buy 
from one to eighteen sections. 
The 


area to be sold will, therefore, furnish 
homes for about five" thousand fami- 
lies. The land will be sold at a min- 


' imum price of fl an acre, and easy 


terms will be granted as to payments. 


The sale will have an 
important 


bearing upon 
ranchers, -whose days 


under the old regime are evidently 
drawing to a close, even in Texas. 
Usually these .' ranchers 
own a few 


sections of land and then lease large 


^tracts from the state, 
but year by 


year the farming area has encroached 
upon the ranches, and, -within the last 
decade or two, with 
unprecedented 


rapidity, as is shown by the fact 'that 
in 1S90 the acreage of farms in Texas 
was 51,40G,9S7, while i'n 1900 it had 
increased to 125,807,107. The figures 
for the present decade are likely to 
show an even greater increase. Pre- 
vious to 1SS5 what was' known as the 
Great Staked Plain was. supposed to 
be mainly a desert not fit for farming 


. purposes. -Now, as already -said, 


part of this great plain, is to be cut 
up into farms, and practically all of 
it, in the near future, will undoubted- 
ly' furnish homes 
for thousands 
of 


families. 
Water, it is. now known, 


can be 'found in great 
abundance, 


, usually 'from twenty-five to fifty feet 


.below the surface, and the soil is rich 
and capable of supporting a dense 
population. The area1 to be brought 
within the domain of agriculture is 
a territory of 9,400 square miles, an 
area more than four times as great as 
that of Delaware, nearly twice that 
of Connecticut, larger than'' that of 
Massachusetts or New Hampshire or 
New Jersey, and equal to more than 
seven states the size of Rhode Island. 
As the state, even after selling these 
six million acres, 
will 
still 
have 


twelve million acres of- public lands 
left to be disposed of, it is 
evident 


that the development of Texas 
into 


a. great agricultural 
commonwealth 


•will hold a prominent place in 
the 


history of the United States. With a 
fine climate, no malaria, a soil that 
iyields in- abundance -all the fruits -and 
.grains if the temperate zone, the Great 
Staked Plain will play an important 
role when its possiblities have .been 
properly developed. As all along the 
borders of this new, 'territory to be 
opened to farmers' there, are the con- 
veniences and appurtenances of civil- 
ization, the development will be prop- 
ortionately rapid. 
Even 
when 
the 


farmer is fifty or one hundred miles 
from a railroad, that fact will have 
little effect in retarding, the growth 
of the new communities, as the trolley 
and automobile are -already making 
neighbors- of people who formerly re- 
quired a day's journey to make a call. 
The even or rolling surface of the great 
plain is specially adapted to the auto- 
mobile, and. it is already in use in 
great numbers even among the ranch- 
ers, some of whom utilize.it for round- 
ing up cattle. 


Texas is an empire in itself, and, 


once its great advantages of soil and 
climate are fully " appreciated, it will 
have a population of 
corresponding 


magnitude. 
Of course, the old, free 


ranching days are drawing to a close, 
but farmers 
with, eight 'sections, of 


land will raise cattle in" numbers suf- 
ficient to enable the state to mantain 
its oldtime ascea'dancy 
in .that re- 


spect.

JUSTICE HOOKER STAYS 


ON THE SUPREME'BENCH 


Vote In the New York Assembly Falls 


Short of the Necessary Two- 
\ 


Thirds to Depose.- 


Albany, N. Y.. July 21,-pThc assem- 


bly Thursday by a vote of 76 to ^67 
saved Justice Warren B. Hooker from 
removal from the supreme bench on 
charges concerning his 
connection 


with appointments in the Fredonia 
postofflce ,and with the "Wirtner judg- 
ment," affecting property ot the city 
of Dunkirk, adjoining the Dunkirk 
postofflce building, owned jointly by 
him and State Tax Commissioner Les- 
ter F. Searns. Forty :one Republicans 
and thirty-five Democrats voted for re- 
moval, 
fifty-eight 
Republicans and 


nine Democrats against removal. 


The final vote was taken upon a 


formal resolution providing for Justice 
Hooker's removal. Under' the consti- 
tution it would have required 100 
votes to pass the resolution. The ac- 
tion of the assembly on the removal 
resolution obviated the necessity ot a 
vote in the senate. 


The question of the removal from 


office of Justice Hooker came in final 
form 
before 
th'e legislature when 


Chairman Fish of the assembly com- 
mittee on judiciary presented a con- 
current resolution calling for the re- 
moval of the justice on the ground 
that he "has been willfully guilty of 
corrupt, unlawful and immoral' acts 
which have tended to bring and have 
brought the said office of justice oC 
the supreme court and the administra- 
tion of justice , into contempt, and 
'which show a personal unfitness on 
the part of said Warren B. Hooker 
to hold and occupy the office ot justice 
of the supreme court." 
" The vote upon the resolution was 
announced to be the only action neces- 
sary for the assembly. Bach member 
was allowed- two minutes in which to 
explain his vote and so many mem- 
bers availed themselves of the privi- 
lege that the vote was not completed 
until midafteruoon.
